Thk following has appeared in the 
London Sunday School Chronicl 

"An unhappily numerous class exists 

amongst us, for the most part bearing 
with wonderful patience and cheerful- 
ness, one of the greatest calamities lo 
which our poor humanity is liable, the 
class of deaf-mutes. Their education 
has engaged the attention of a Royal 
Commission, and the results of the 
inquiry have been published in the 

usual blue-book. There are tWO rival 

methods of awakening and training 

the minds of (host* born deaf and of 
teaching them to speak. One method 

is to teach a child to talk and undei 
stand by observing the motion of the 
lips, another is to supplement this plan 
by combining with it the telegraphy 
or manual signs. The Commission 

pronounced exclusively h. favor 
of the former method, distinctly refus- 
ing to listen to the testimony on this 
point of educated deaf-mutes them- 
selves. Mr. Franci inn, of 
Belfast, touched with deep interest 
for his brother deaf-mutes, writes a 

forcible letter to the The Time* 
complaining of this refusal, and giving 
excellent reasons in favor of what is 
known as the combined system. His 
judgment is endorsed by that of Dr. 
Gallaudet, President of the Deaf- 
Mute College as Washington, an in- 
stitution in which the very highest re- 
sults in the education of the tleaf and 

lumb have been attained. Dr. I 

audet's testimony is that by the 

practice of the combined method the 

advantage to the greatest 

number may be secured. There is no 
doubt that the best results have been 
reached by the oral system when a 

child lias possessed the natural quick- 
i of observation and retentiveness 

of memory which this method requires. 

It may be granted, also, that it tends 
i eate what it requires. Hut there 

are many deaf-mutes on whom the 
demands it mai i real that 

their whole attention and en

Last evening about 8:S0, a horrible 

acoident occurred on the Houston ami 

Texas Central Railway, the victim of 
which was Miss Mamie West, a d 
mute, about nineteen years old, whose 
father resides on the Uutehins Road 
near Oak Cliff, The ^Oling lady 

walking southward on the railroad, 
about one hundred yards north of Ross 

Avenue, when a south-bound freight 

train came thundering along behind 
her. As the train drew near, the 
engineer blew his whistle, which 
heard bj everybody in the vicinity, 
except Miss West, who was uncon- 
scious of her approaching death. To
